A baron's crown is a velvet cap, w ith 


ermine border, but the coronet differs, 
from that of the viscount in having 
eight pearls on the upper rim instead o f 
14, the latter number being the allow- 
ance of the viscount. In France the 
pearls are usually arranged in Bets of 
three. 


The Greeks gave a crown of lanrel to 


the victor in the Pythian games, but 
the victor in the Olympian games had 
a croxvn of wild olives, the victor in the 
Nemean games a crovv not green parsley, 
and the victor in the Isthmian games n 
crown of dry parsley or green pine 
leaves. 


According to the most reliable Eusr- 


lish historians, Alfred theGreat, in 187 J, 
was the first English sovereign, to wear 
a crown.
